One em- 
placement we found was equipped 
with food and clothing and bunks 
to sleep 26 men. It was connected 
by a trench to the machine-guns 
in the dugout. The bunkers were 
carved out of the seml-rocky moun- 
tain sides and at least five of them 
were reinforced with concrete, with 
big log revetments,” 

The prisoners complained. that 
they had been in thelr pasitions 
more than two days without food, 
indicating that tte Germans—thelr 
communications lines under inces- 
sant air attack — are having ma- 
jor supply problems. 

The enemy was still defending the 
tidges north of the town yesterday 
afternoon, Windows and floors in 
the command post in the Rapido 
river valley shook steadily as Am- 
erican artillery bombarded the out- 
skirts of the town a short distance 
away and in clear view . . 


Crack Under Tank Attack 


“The German infantry in these 
hills were under attack 11 days, but 
they didn’t crack until we finally 
got tanks across the Rapido and 
began shooting up the area,” Han- 
sen said. “The shock of our tanks 
and the continuous pressure of our 
infantry whipped them. They all 
have been taught that panzers are 
all powerful and undefeatable. That 
indoctrination sure boomeranged 
against them when our tanks cut 
loose.

The newspapers made no com- 
ment and gave no further details.

Washington announced 
Saturday.

Stilwell Tells Press Reopening

jAfter a brief pause Stilwell an- 
swered, “This is a start on an at- 
tempt to reopen communications 
with China.”

Asked how many Japanese prison- 
ers have been taken Stilwell replied, 
“Two, and they were wounded.”

Discharged Men Made 


Paid To 





Ottawa, Feb, 1—(CP)— Increases 
in the treatment allowances paid to 
service personnel discharged from 
the Armed Forces for medical rea- 


and in allowances made under 
th veterans’ allowances act 
were annotmced today by pensions 
Minister Mackenzie at a press con- 
ference. . 

Mr. Mackenzie said that in fut- 
ure the treatment allowances will 
be equal to the regular pay or rank 
held, up to the rank of Meutenant, 
plus the regular scale of dependents’ 
allowances for the Armed Forces, 

In the past, discharged men were 
put on treatment allowances which 
amounted to much less than the pay 
and the dependents’ allowance re- 
ceived while the man was in the 
forces. The allowances are pald 
from:the time the man 4s discharg- 
ed until his treatment period ends. 

Increases have also been provided 

for thosg receiving allowances under 
the war veterans’ allowance act. 
Now, allowances up to $365 per year 
may be pald to an unmarried vete- 
ran, or to the widow of a veteran 
with no dependent children, while 
$730 may be paid to a _married 
veteran, or to the widow of a vete- 
ran with dependent children. In 
addition, in all cases, They may 
have casual earnings up to $125 an- 
nually and an additional unearned 
$25 annually, 
Formerly, allowances amounted to 
about $300 for sifgle veterans, or 
widows without dependents, and 
$600 for married veterans, or widows 
with dependents, Jess casual earn- 
ings over $125 annually and many 
unearned income, 

Mr. Mackenzie told the press 
conference, held In this office in 
the parllament buildings, that pre- 
viously when a man was discharg- 
ed for medical reasons he immed- 
lately went on treatment allowan- 
ces which prorided—no matter 
what his rank—$44.20 monthly fer 
himself, $18.20 for his wife, $12 
monthly each for the first and se- 
cond children, $10 monthly for, the 

ird child and $8 monthly for the 
fourth, fifth and sixth children. 

Under the amendments, the ex- 
service man or woman will receive 
treatment allowances equal to the 
regular pay of rank which was held, 
plus the regular scale of depend- 
ents’ allowances for the armed for- 
ces.

Charlton had been called to appear 
in court here today on a minor 
traffic charge. 

Preliminary investigation reveal- 
ed no motive for the double trag- 
edy. In the tobacco barn, the boy

gun wounds In his back, | Charl- 
ton's body, part of his head blown 
away, was found about 20 feet 
away. 

Police said Charlton had accom- 
panied other farmers to nearby 
Brownsville yesterday afternoon, 
and had invited them to go hunt- 
ing with him on their return. When 
the other farmers declined, Charl- 
ton and his son set out together. 

Dr. C. V. Sinclair, Alymer cor- 
oner, said an inquest was unlikely.

‘Those qualifying for the increas- 
ed allowances are those whose 
treatment is continued without in- 
terruption from the date of dis- 
charge either as in-patients, or, in 
certain cases, as out-patients. The 
allowances may be continued only 
for a period equal to that of ser- 
vice during the present war, or for 
12 months following discharge, 
whichever is the lesser. 

In cases where hospital allowan- 
ces are greater than the pay of 
rank at the time of discharge, the 
rate of hospital allowance will pre- 
vail. This is applicable to those 
requiring treatment for disabilities 
attributable. to war service, who 
may, while out-patients, receive al- 
Jowances equal to a 100 per cent 
disability pension. 

Provition is made also for de- 
pendents’ allowances for persons 
who become dependents of the ex- 
serviceman after the date of dis- 
charge. 

“Under former regulations there 
were certain cases of hardship,” 
Mr. Mackenzie caid, 

“To ask an army lieutenant, for 
instance, who, with his wife, had 
been in receipt of an Income of $195 
per month. to adjust Uving stand- 
ards suddenly to an income of 
$6240 per month, was asking a 
great deal The same conditions 
applied for those who had held 
non-commissioned rank . « - 

“The situation wi gegravated 
because of the fact “a man 
could do nothing to help himself 
and to increase his income, for, ev- 
en though discharged from the ar- 
med services, he was not ready for 
rehabilitation. If his disability was 
pensionable, frequently there.was.a. 
lag between the period of discharge 
and the determining of his pen- 
sionable status, 

“These new allowances will give 
a@ man the peace of mind so ¢s- 
sential to his ultimate recovery.

No official credence was given 
radio Tokyo reports that “Japanese 
Army and Navy units have inter- 
cepted powerful enemy units which 
have been attacking the Marshall 
group.” Lacking this substantiation, 
there was inclination here to doubt 
the reports, particularly as to the 
implication that the Japanese navy 
had Joined battle. 

The Wake raid, 10th of the war 
to hit that island since It was cap- 
tured Dec, 24, 1941, by the Japan- 
ese, was made by between 14 and 
30 seaplanes, each probably carry; 
ing more than a ton-of bombs. None 
of*the raiders was lost while mak- 
ing what was described offtcially as 
& “strong attack.” 

War correspondents here, study- 
ing the Tokyo radio report while 
awaiting new word of the big fleet 
movements, interpreted thé refer- 
ence to intercepting Japanese “navy 
units” as meaning planes rather 
than ships. Strong Japanese naval 
units probably are based at Truk, 
more than 1,000 miles west of the 
Marshalls but they likely are held 
there for defensive purposes, 
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Town of Gerede Is 
Destroyed — Tremors 
Are Recorded in 
England and in US. 


IN QUAKE ZONE 


The Turkish town of Gerede was 
destroyed by a powerful earth- 
quake today and many of fis 25,- 
000 inhabitants were killed. 

Earthquakes described as “very 
severe” and of “devastating inten- 
sity”, and apparently originating In 
Turkey, were record by selsmo- 
graphs in both B: in and the 
United States, 

Gerede {sin Northern Turkey, 
some 60 miles from the Black Sea 
and 180 miles east of Istanbul. Re- 
ports from Ankara said the trem- 
ors lasted 50 seconds and were felt 
throughout Turkey. 

In Britain, J. J. Shaw, West 
Bromwich seismologist, said his in- 
struments recorded an earthqtiike 
so intense that one.of the record- 
ing pointers was thrown from its 
bearings. 

Shaw said the shock's epicentre 
‘was about 1,715 miles from England, 
apparently in a southwesterly di- 
rection. While this would place the 
centre of the quake in the bed of 
tho Atlantic ocean north of the 
Azores, uncertainty as ta.the exact 
direction of the disturbance sug- 
gested a possibility it might have 
occurred in the vicinity of the 
Biack Gea, - 



























Quake Zone in North Anatolia, . 
The city of Gerede Hes in the 
“earthquake zone” of Northern 
Anatolia, a rugged region where 
numerous similar disasters have 
occurred in the past few years, 

Late last, November a series of 
shocks shook the Black Sea coastal 
area east of Istanbul and on Dec. 
1, Turkish Interior Minister Hel- 
mi Uran told the National Assem- 
bly 2,919 persons had been killed, 
1,084 seriously injured and 3,321 
bulldings destroyed. Six days later 
A new quake killed an estimated 
550 persons and destroyed 12 vil- 
lnges. 

Last June 21 a quake in® the 
northwest part of Anatolia prov- 
ince killed thousands in the City of 
Andapazart. 

In November, 1939, Anatolia had a 
violent quake that killed 30,000. 
The sufferings of the population 
were intensified by floods and bliz- 
zards. 

More than 1,000 persons were 
killed In quakes in July, 1940, and 
December, 1942.
